YOUNG WOMAN’S LUCKY ESCAPE, 
was held at Holloway, London, 
Robert Peter Shortall, aged 19, of 
8 Calvert street, St. Pancras, who shot himself, 
under dramatic circumstances, at a house in 
Kentish Town, on Wednesday evenin 

Miss Lena Fitzgibbon, aged 23, who resides 
with her sisters at 6 Coversham road, said 
that Shortall called there on Wednesday ‘even- 
ing, and, in answer to an inquiry as to what 
he wanted, replied—“ I want you. ggg = Ó: 
revolver at her head he fired, the bullet 
whizzing past her head, and striking the stairs. 
Seizing hold of her, he struck her on the head 
with the revolver. After a fierce struggle she 
fell in. the fire grate. Shortall meanwhile 
was screaming and shouting. She had known 
him for three years, but, although he was 
straightforward, his friendship was unac 
ceptable. 

A policeman, who was called to the house, 
found Shortall lying on the floor with a bullet 
wound in his . A revolver was clenched 
in his right band. A doctor extracted ‘the 
bullet from the skull. Death was due to 
laceration of the brain.

The Greek Crisis. 


Events in the Near East are moving 
swiftly. After a short but intensive cam- 
paign Mustapha Kemal has succeeded in 
breaking the feeble back of the Greeks’ 
resistance, and King Constantine's forces 
are in full flight to ‘the sea. On 
Thursday the Greek Commander-in-Chief 
was taken prisoner with five hundred ot 
his officers. Now the Turks are marching 
on Manissa, having reached the shores of 

figean, while Kemal’s cavalry out- 
posts have reached a point only twenty 
miles away from Smyrna. The Greeks 
ac-ait in their ofhcial communiqués that 
they have fallen back ali along the line, 
and that their front now lies just east of

in Smyrna have been placed on board ales 
in the harbour, and yesterday the first 
Dragomans of the British, French and 
Italian Embassies in Constantinople ap- 
proached Hamid Bey, the local representa- 
tive of the Angora Government, with a 
request on behalf of the Greeks for an 
armistice. In the meanwhile the plight of 
the Christian minorities in Asia Minor 
gives cause for grave anxiety. Trustworthy 
reports announce that at least two hundred 
thousand refugees have been driven by the 
Turks from their homes, and many of them 
are in serious danger of extermination. 
They cannot protect themselves, and the 
Allies seem to be doing nothing to save 
them from massacre. In Athens every- 
thing is in confusion. The Government 
has resigned, forcing King Constantine— 
who,. contrary to Thursday’s advices, is 
still in his.capital—to send for M. Callo- 
gg Atte and ask him to form a Cabinet. 
M. Callogeropoulos belongs te the party 
which sided with the Allies during the 
war, and is a political friend of M. 
Venizelos. He kas not yet decided whether 
he will try to pull the chestnuts out of the 
fire for Const -itine or leave him to extri- 
cate himself frem the predicament for 
which this egregious monarch is primarily 
to blame.

DUNGARVAN OUTRAGE.

GIRLS WOUNDED BY A BOMB. 


A dastardly outrage was perpetrated in Dun- 
garvan on Thursday night, when several persons 
were injured more or less seriously. 

At about 10.30 o'clock, when the streets were 
crowded with pedestrians, a bomb exploded close 
to the Mercy Convent and the large dwelling- 
house where a detachment of the National Army 
is located. The people on the streets were 
terrified and fled in ali directions for shelter. 
Two of the soldiers were wounded. “Their post 
is protected by sandbags, and but for this pro- 
tection it is probable that many of them would 
have been seriously injured. The men who were 
wounded are Private Aherne, splinter in the 
neck and over the eye, and Private Bolton, 
wounded on the leg. 

Three girls were injured by bomb splinters. 
A Mies O’Brien was wounded in the thigh. 
Miss Costin was seriously wounded. It is sup- 
posed that a splinter entered her lung. The 
third girl, Miss Keneally, was not seriously 
wounded. All three were removed to hospital. 

Afier the outrage, which is vigorously con. 
demned by the townspeople, the military were 
very active, and four arrests were made. It 1s 
supposed that the bomb was thrown from a 
lane.

To-day s fateful session of Parliament, 
which opens at 11 o'clock in the Lecture 
Theatre, Leinster House, is awaited every- 
where with the keenest expectancy, Its 
significance is fully appreciated by all 
sections of Irishmen, as 1t marks the open- 
ing of a critical chapter in the country's 
history. It is realised that the testing 
time has come both for the Government 


and the nation, : 

Everything is in readiness for the opening of 
Parliament. Numerous deputies arrived i 
Dublin yesterday. Amongst them were Miss 
MacSwiney, who came by the morning boat 
from Cork, and Mr. Laurence Ginnell, who has 
had a long stay in South America as the re- 
presentative of Dail Eireann. It is expected 
that a few other members of the anti-Treaty 
Party, including, perhaps, Count Plunkett, 
Mrs. O'Callaghan, and Mr. J. J. Kelly, will put 
in an appearance, and that the bulk of the 
party will preserve a disdainful attitude of 
aloofness. There are, of course, the usual 
rumours of dramatic appearances by some of 
the leaders, but this may be discountenanced, 
as it 1s probable that their few followers pre- 
sent will utter any protest (tí the party may 
desire to express. : 

The proceedings are noi ii. ly to be pro- 
tracted, as, having disposed of formal business, 
Parliament will probably adjourn until Mon- 
day morning, when discussion on the Constitu- 
tion will be begun. A temporary Speaker will 
be selected at the outset, while the roll of 
members is being called. The House will 
then be asked to elect a Speaker, and it seems 
certain that, in the event of Professor MacNeill’'s 
not allowing himself to be put forward, one o* 
his colleagues representing the National Uni- 
versity, Professor M. Haves, will be elected. 
The election of Chairman wil!’ then follow, and 
there seems no doubt that Mr. Cosgrave, Acting 
Chairman, will be appointed. 

Appropriate references ta the deaths of 
Messrs. Griffith and Collins, may be expected 
from the new Chairman, who will also give a 
survey of the situation, and an outline of the 
Government policy. The names of the new 
Executive will next be announced, and duly 
ratified. The new members, if any, will then 
sign their acceptance of the Treaty. Writs for 
the four vacancies in Cavan, Cork, Waterford, 
and Roscommon will be authorised. It is be- 
lieved that a vote of confidence in the Govern- 
ment will be moved by a private member, and 
that this will give opportunity to the various 
parties to air any grievance they may enter- 
tain. It is not likely that any further business 
will be taken to-day. 

It may be mentioned that the proceedings in 
Parliament will be reported by a special short- 
hand staff, recently appointed by the Govern- 
ment. Its personnel has been made a: repre- 
sentative as possible of the Irish Press.

mects to-day. may be regarded as the father 
of all armmitiar societies now existing in Europe, 
having been founded in 1731 by a number of 
with the object. ol “"pro- 
molting improvements. of all kinds in Ireland.” 
Under its Charter, dated 1750, its functions 
are stated to be for the promotion of husbandry 
and other useful arts and sciences. 
In the vear 1761 the first Parlamentary 
Grant was made to the Dublin Society by the 
Trish House of Commons, and amounted to 
£2,000. In 1800 the Grant was imcreased to 
£15,500. The English Treasury gradually cut 
down thesé Grants and they ceased in 1877. 
How the society has prospered without State 
aid and the great work 1t has done and is doing 
fo: Ireland is well known, the great [Irish 
Horse Show and the other agricultural and 
scientific activities of the society having gained 
for it a world-wide reputation. 
Leinster House. the headquarters of 
Royal Dublin Society. since 1815, when it was 
purshased from the Duke of Leinster, was 
yuilt in 1745 “tin the Molesworth Fields adjoin- 
ing Dublin.” It is aestately edifice pleasantly 
situated at the south-east extremity of the city, 
and advantages few city buildings 
ean obtain bv the extent of the ground both 
in front and rear. The front is laid out asa 
spacious courtyard and the rear es a beantiful 
lawn with a handsome shubbery on each side 
screening the adjacent house from view, and 
thus, in the tumult of a noisy Metropolis, en- 
joving all the retirement of the country. 
The President's Chair, desigved by James 
Mannin (Master of the Society’s School for 
Ornamental Drawing), and carved by Richard 
Cranfield, of Church lane, in 1767, was first used 
by the Dublin Society at their meetings held 
in the Parliament House. It is particularly 
interesting to note that the society, in its early 
years, was housed in the Irish Parliament, and 
now, after a lapse of over a century and a 
half, we find the Dublin Society housing the 
new Parliament. 
in the entranee hall, at the top of a fine 
staircase to the Theatre, there is a large picture 
of ' Oymbeline,” by the famouse Irish artist, 
James Barry, R.A. Another work by the same 
artist, ' Baptism of the King of Cashel,” was 
purchased in 1763 by some members of Parlia- 
ment, and by them presented to the House— 
it was destroyed by fire, which damaged por- 
tions of the Parliament House in 1792.

GREEK TIDE OF RETREAT 
UNSTEMMED. 


The Kemalists have reached the Mgean Sea, 
and are advancing on Smyrna by way of 
Manisa. They have taken Bergama, and have 
captured 700 guns, 950 lorries, 2,000 machine 
guns, and cleven acroplanes. — 

Turkish cavalry columns have penetrated to 
within twenty miles of Smyrna. They broke 
down the feeble resistence of the Greek mounted 
troops, but were ordered to await reinforce- 
ments. 

More than 350,000 Kemalists are taking part 
in the offensive, 150,000 being held in reserve. 

The Greeks are now holding the line east of 
Salihli, but there is littl hope of stemming 
the tide of retreat. Refugees and deserters are 
arriving in Smyrna in thousands. Many British 
subjects are remaining in Smyrna and the out- 
lying villages, but fears are felt for the security 
of their properties. It is estimated that the 
refugees and homeless in Smyrna number over 
200, 

Reuter’s Agency learns that the following 
official Greek communications are contained in 
a semi-oficial Athens telegram received In 
London :=< 

September 5th.—Our troops in the Southern 
croup continue to fall back, and have reached 
s line east of Salihli. Our forces in the 
Eskishehr sector have withdrawn east of Rrusa. 
A cavalry attack from a north-eastevly direc- 
tion on Salihli was beaten off. The naval head- 
juarters of the enemy launched a violent attack 
from Mount Ermanli against Chesnme. The 
enemy assaults were very intense, and 
from nine in the morning until three 
afternoon. ‘They were beaten off. 
tinuous fire from the fleet largely contributed to 
the success. The fighting ended in our favour, 
and our troops made a determined counter- 
attack. Strong reinforcements have now 
ai rived, 

GENERAL'S CAPTURE, 
publish an official state. 
ment +o the effect that General Tricoupis, the 
Greek Commander-in-Chicf, with five superior 
ofiicers, went to Ushak on September Ist. and 
was presumably cantured by the enemy on the 
following day.

The newspapers report that the enemy have 
eet. fire to Alashehr. Greek, Armenian, and 
Turkish refugees from the evacuated areas are 
being concentrated near Smyrna.

The official Greek archives at Smyrna have 
been placed on board ship, and the Smyrna 
branches of the National Bank and the Bank 
of Athens have been closed. 


A BREATHING SPACE. 

A message received in London, dealing with 
Thursday's fighting in Anatolia, says that the 
Turks, who were continuing their victorious 
‘advance, were then at an average distance of 
about forty miles from Smyrna. While there 
is nothing actually to confirm the report that 
they are marching on Manisa, and are within 
twenty miles of Smyrna, yet, from their posi- 
tion vesterday and the great rate at which 
they have been advancing, it is quite possible 
that they were little more than 23 miles from 
the town yesterday. 

On the other hand, it is pointed out that 
the Turkish communtqués are stating that the 
first phase of the operations has come to an 
end. Inferences, pointing to a halt for breath- 
img space, may possibly be drawn. Whether 
this ipdicates a stiffening in the Greek re- 
sistance is not clear, but the Greeks are 
apparently putting up a better fight than at 
the front.

10,000 WORKERS AFFECTED. 

Post Office workers in Dublin yesterday fixed 
the hour at which they cease work as a 
protest against the “cut” in their wages, 
which came into effect yesterday. 

The reduced wages were accepted by the 
staff yesterday in accordance with instructions 
from the postal workers’ leaders, and it will 
operate in other parts of the twenty-six counties 
to-day. 

The time arranged for a stoppage of tele- 
graphic, telephonic, and postal communication 
has not been announced, and the suspension, of 
these services may, therefore, be expected at 
any moment. 

Complete arrangements have been made for a 
fenerai stoppage in the areas affected, and, 
failing some announcement from the Govern- 
ment, a dislocation of the services is inevitable. 

There are 4,000 members of the Irish Postal 
Union, and over 10,000 workers will be affected 
»y a strike. These include members of the 
Engineering Union, who supply the electric 
power for telegraphs and telephones. There 
will be no “' live wires” radiating from Dublin 
to the country, while most of the cross-Channe! 
wires will also be affected.

The first of these contingencies has now taken 
place, and the increases, therefore, auto- 
matically cease, in accordance with the inten- 
tion of the Commission. 
.** The Post Office unions were well aware that 
these increases would cease on the production 
of the Irish cost of living figure. When they 
were notified, on the órd June last, that the 
Government proposed to aecept the main ce- 
commendations of the Commission, they were 
informed that ‘it mast be clearly understood 
that the omecreases of remuneration resulting 
from the decision are purely temporary and 
provisional, and will operate only until the 
official cost of living index figure has been pro- 
duced by the Government.’ 

“The effect of the Governmeet deécision is 
merely this—-that the bonus increase of wages 
is being made on an Irish figure instead of on 
the British figure, to which the wnions 
objected. 

“The permanent basis wages of Irish postal 
classes in Irish towns are mientical with the 
wages of the same classes in corresponding towns 
in Great Britain or in the six North-Eastern 
counties. The bonus payable by the Irish 
Government is higher than the bonus payable 
by the British Government.

The Government, however, refused 
to adopt the findings, presumably because o! 
the cost, 

In comparison with the Post Office, most other 
State departments are spending bodies and do 
not earn, the Government of the people being 
content to write off the expenditure in one 
State account with public utihty on the. other. 

lt is, however, in these departments that staf 
claims have been listened to and to a large 
extent conceded. None of these, in the opinion 
of the official interviewed, supplics services 50 
essential to the community as the Post Office. 

Notwithstanding this, the general body 
civil servants has gone ahead, while Post Office 
people have gone back. 

Representing the Irish Post Office at the Irish 
Postal Commission, Mr. Booth, assistant secre- 
tary, on April 25, recognised that, no matter 
what the cost, the postal service must be main- 
tained, The Irish Postal Union is in complete 
agreement with this view, Nevertheless, 1!

The first to start was H. J. Payn, on 
an Avro Baby, at 9 a.m., and: he led all the 
way on the frst stage to Birmingham, arriving 
in one bour, 43 minutes, 50 seconds. Longton, 
on a Sopwith Gnu, and Carr, on an Avro 
Lucifer, followed in the order indicated, having 
started 24 and 34 minutes later, and arriving at 
11 minutes past 11 and 8 minutes past 
respectively. Some of the competitors, on 
more powerful machines, did the journey under 
the hour. All finished excepting four—Broome, on 
an Avro Viper, descending at Daventry, De 
Haig, in a Bristol monoplane, making a forced 
landing at Aylesbury, and the other two land- 
at Northolt, Middlesex.

And only a new 
apprehension of the fundamental! reaiity of the 
moral] order, as having ile source in God, and 
as revesied in Jesus Christ, can save the world. 
The amaring weakness of ali the efforts which 
beve been made since the war, to lay the 
foundations of an abiding peace can be traced 
to » lack of the eense of righteousness. 

“ May I add that, if « Council of Peace ie 
formed—as ng Raa by Dr. Jowett—it must, 
in order to truly effective, stand apart from 
all itioal parties ?

PROPOSAL FAILS AT 
TRADES. CONGRESS. 


I: á 


In many reepects the most important debate 
of the week took place at the Trades Union 
Congress at Southport yesterday, when con- 
sideration was given to the scheme for creat- 
ing, on a modified scale, a Labour General 
Headquarters, by extending the powers of the 
General Council. | 

The resolution proposed to amend the Stand- 
ing Orders, and provided that the Council 
should be kept informed of all disputes by the 
affiliated unions, but that the Council should 
not intervene, 60 long as there was a prospect 
of differences being amicably settled by nego- 
tiation. “In the event of a breakdown, or of 
large bodies of workpeople being. involved in a 
stoppage of work, or of standard wages or 
hours and conditione of work being imperilied, 
the Genera} Council, it was p should 
take the initiative by calling representatives of 
the unions into consultation, and ‘should use 
its influence to bring abeut a just settlement. 
‘Tho scheme further provided that, where the 
Council intervened and the unions rn 
accep their assistance, and, despite their 
efforts, the policy of the employers enforced a 
tioppage of work by strike or the 
Council should organise all such d 
material os mi as the circumstances of the 
dispute justified. For this purpose the General 
Council, it was suggested, should; if deémied 
necessary, raise funds by @ call upon the 
affiliated unions, proportionately to member- 
ship, to meet expenditure in relation to the 
dispute. Where the difference was between 
unions the facts were to be submitted, if re- 

uired, to the Disputes Committee of the 
Council. 

The report of the Couneil on the scheme 
generally showed that 73 unions agreed with 
the principles of reportimg to the Council and 
of consultation, four unions were opposed to 
the whole scheme, and there was a majority in 
favour of the principles above referred to of 
1,945,000. 

The replies showed that in fayour of the 
creation of a Defence Fund ‘unions with a 
total mémbership of 553,000 accepted | abso-) 
hitely, while unions with an aggregate mem- 
bership of 1,643,000 were in favour, but with 
reservations. The unions’ against.a Defence 

had a total membership of 
2,115,000. Replies had not been received 
‘from the National Union of Railwaymen and 
the Workers’ Union.’ In view of the adverse 
opinions expressed by affiliated unions, and hav- 
ing regard to the financial and. other factors 
operating against thé idea of a definite defence 
fund at the present time, the report stated thar 
the most that could be provided for was that 
the General Council should be enabled to create 
an emergency fund, if found necessary, for the 
purpose of carrying on an extensive propaganda 
of publicity and other work in orgamsing re- 
sistance in connection with any dispute in which 
they intervened. 


THE COMING FIGHTS. 


Mr. Swales, General Council, in moying the 
adoption of the scheme, said that he hoped 
that practical effect would at last be given to 
the slogan which they had heard for years, that 
au injury to one is an injury to all. The 
Genera! Council asked the delegates to put their 
perorations at Congress into concrete form. He 
believed that the coming fights would be be- 
tween the big battalions, and the central 
authority must be armed with wer to give 
speedy, moral, and financial assistance to the 
unions which were attacked. 

Mr. Shinwell, Glasgow, described the General 
Council’s proposals as the sine gua non of rea 
constructive effort, but they were too timid. 
It was suggested that they should enter into a 
dispute only where asked, but it would be wise 
if they took the initiative, in order to co- 
ordinate the movement and prevent disaster. 

Mr. J. Cross, Amalgamated Weavers, urged 
that the proposals should be referred back, and 
that the Council should submit a “ full-blooded” 


scheme. 
REJECTION MOVED. 


Mr. Frank Hodges, Miners’ Federation, 
moved the rejection of the proposals. They 
must be very careful, he said, and see where 
the proposals would lead. The first characteris- 
iio of the trade union movement was its desire 
for autonomy. The General Council was not 
elected to infringe upon that autonomy; by 
their constitution the various unions could not 
delegate their responsibilities to any external 
body. Mr. Hodges pointed out that the Genera! 
Council was elected for a year; its personnel 
was not continuous, and it did not represent con- 
wnuity of policy. Its members were still in 
spirit the representatives of their trade, and 
when a case was brought before them each of 
the thirty-two would look at it as to how it 
was going to affect his trade, and would un- 
consciously do his best to prevent a stoppage 
because of fear of coneequences to his members. 

Mr. Hodges had reached his time-limit, and 
Mr. Shinwell, who had been cut short for the 
same reason, asked if preference was to be 
given to a delegate because he represented a 
big union. 

The President—There is no preference that I 
know of. 

Mr. Kaylor (Amalgamated Engineering 
Union) said that their difficulty was purely a 
constitutional one. There was no provision for 
relegating to an outside body powers greater 
than those they possessed themselves, His 
union had no power to allocate to any outside 
body the right to make calia and involve them 
in expenditure reaching any amount. Before 
they could be committed to any policy suck as 
that contained in the resolution it would be 
necessary to coneult their members and take a 
ballot vote, 


PROPOSAL OPPOSED. 


Mr, C. T. Cramp, on behalf of the National 
Union of Railwaymen, opposed the scheme. The 
general assumption, he said, was that there was 
always virtue and certain success in a general 
strike. That had yet to be proved. His own 
view was that only under certain given circum- 
stances at certain times could the greatest mass 
action be effective. (Cheers.) ‘* Unfortunately, 
that question,’’ said Mr. Cramp, “ which ought 
to have engaged our collective attention, has 
not yet been fairly and squarely faced. What 
"Í would emphasise is that the Genera) Council 
should give more attention to building up from 
the base instead of attempting merely to unite 
at the head. You cannot get mass induetria] 
action by any paper constitution or standing 
orders which you choose to frame. You can 
only do that when the minds of the men and 
women concerned are thoroughly in unison with 
the objects sought to be achieved.” (Cheers.) 
‘he General Council, he said, should concen- 
trate its energies on promoting and assisting 
amalgamations, which did far more to sechre 
united action and advances. 

Mr. Pollitt (Boilermakers) said that weakness 
had been the lack of the central organisation 
to unite and co-ordinate the activities of the 
various unions. They had listened to a most 
amazing speech from a young man of the 
trade union movement, Mr. Frank Hodges, who 
had put his finger on the weakness and blicht, 
ing hand which was upon organised Labour. 
That weakness was that every General Secre- 
tary and Executive of the unione examined 
every Strike and lock-out, not from the point 
of view of class, but from what they could get 
out of it. (Cheers.) At this time to listen to

Sir.—The seemingly meaningless change of 
the 6.30 p.m. train to 6.25 will render the risk 
of passengers from the mail train, wishing to 
get to Howth or Sutton, very much greater 
than it was. On Friday last—the first day

‘““NEW SHIPYARD FOR DUBLIN,” 


In reference to the discussion on the above 
subject at Thursday's meeting of the Dublin 
Port. and Docks Board, we have received @ 
letter from Mr, A. V. Poskitt, whose proposals 
were before the Board. He says :— 

“Mr. Barry is reported to have said that he 
had no hope of the project materialising, and 
that ‘Mr. Poskitt’'s idea of the cost of four 
graving docks was rather hazy.’ With regard 
to the first remark, I may say that the matter 
is engaging the serious attention of one of the 
oldest and most distinguished firms of ship- 
builders in Europe, by whom cheap scepticism 
on the part of Mr. Barry is not Fikely to be 
regarded as evidence of the good-will of the 
Port and Docks Board. Unless the second re- 
mark was intended to discredit the writer, it 
would seem to be as pointless as it is un- 
justified. The cost of the proposed graving 
docks, being exclusively the concern of those 
who are considering installing them, was not 
a question for discussion between the writer and 
Mr. Barry, who, however, if he is interested, 
may rést assured that the matter is in capable 
hands.” 

Mr. Poskitt adds:—“I may mention that no 
objection whatever was raised to the Board's 
requiring guarantees in the event of their 
underta ing the additional reclaiming; but, in 
view of the vital importance of having the 
additional land available within a reasonable 
time, I stated that, if the proposed enterprise 
should be decided on, we could much prefer 
to carry out. the reclaiming ourselves. Mr. 
Barry was to ascertain the opinion of the 
Board on this point, on the important question 
of the longest lease the Board would be pre- 
ared to grant, and on the minimum rent to 

charged.”

The Congress carried a resolution condemning 
the action of the Government in curtailing 
financial provisions for education in the name 
of economy, and demanding that the full exten- 
sion of the Education Act, 191% he put imme- 
diately into operation. 

Mr. Neil MacLean, M.P., protested against a 
circular issued by the Scottish Board of Educa. 
tion, which laid down that children of men on 
strike were not eligible for meals under the 
Provision of Meala Act. 

A resolution was passed instructing the 
General Council to use every endeavour to get 
the Rent Restriction Act extended after June, 
1923, and calling upon the Government to make 
full inquiry into the bearing of rent on the 
standard of living, 

There was a proposal to make the Ist of May 
in each year a holiday for all workers, on which 
trade union bodies should hold Labour demon- 
strations. 

Mr. J. Marchbanc, President of the N.U.R., 
was in favour of making May lst a holiday, 
but objected to demonstrations. ‘‘ Let it be a 
holiday of passive silence, which will be a

Labour, London, was. the. first witness called. 
Hic said that the cost of living index figure was 
inatituted in the early months of the war, not 
deliberately and inteutionally as an instrument 
for regulating wages, but in’ order that the 
public might ‘have a record of the changes tak- 
iny place at that time in prices, At the out- 
set, the index number was simply a food index 
number. Then, as it cáme to be realised that 
the food’ index number did not represent the 
whole -expenditure of An. ordinary member of 
the community, or family, other ftems were, 
adoring the terminal months of the war, added 
to the index number; so that it became a record 
af such commodities as were consumed by the 
working classes. That included. not only food 
and rent, but fuel, and gas, and clothing, aad 
other miscellaneous requisites, 

He would like to say a few words about the 
meaning of the index number. It was 1¢- 
ferred to. very often as “ the cost of liviny, 
but there was a cértain ambiguity about that 
phrase. They were asked often what was the 
present cost of living. © Well, that was a 
phrase that had no meaning to them. It 
might be takon to signity what was the lowest 
cost. at which a workidg class family could 
maintain itself in health and vigou? and com- 
‘parative comfort: ‘That question they did not 
attempt to determine. heir index number 
was an index number of the change in retail 
prices of such commodities as enterel into the 
typical working class budget, the change tak- 
ing place between July, 1914, and each suc- 
ceeding mouth, as they might make calculation. 

They would realise that an index number 
cannot pretend to apply’ to any particular in- 
d-vidual or narrow class, or to any particular 
locality. When an area like the United Kiny- 
dom had to be covered, the information on 
which a change ifi © prices was based was 
gathered from all parts of the country. 

THE HOUSEHOLD BUDGET, 

Many different items, of course, entered into 
the composition of -a working-class household 
budget, and it might be that every one of those 
item} would change from month to month. In 
order to start with the compilation of an index 
number, it was necessary to vo a standard 
household budget, so as to determine what pro- 
portion of the income of a  working- 
class family is spent upon rent, food, 
clothing, railway fares, tram _ fares, etc. 
The witness then compared the figures of 1904 
with those of 1914, and entered into other cal- 
culations which showed the change that had 
occurred in the prices of certain household 
commodities in a standard working-class family 
budget. The total amount of that budget was 
taken to be 12) points, and of these they 
allowed for food 74 points; rent, including 
rates, 2 points; clothing, 1} points; fuel and 
light, 1 point; other items, 1 point. ; 

Information as to retail prices in the different 
parts of the country were obtained from 
managers of exchanges and branch managers. 
The procedure was for some officer appointed 
by the manager to go out on the first day of 
each month and call at the shops already agreed 
upon as being representative working-class 
shops and ascertain the prices on that date of 
the list of articles given him on his schedule. 
What they asked him to do was to give them 
the predominant price ruling in the district for 
each of the commodities. he returns are sent 
to them by tha Labour Exchanges, and from 
the informationsso received they worked out the 
index number fot food, and soon become highly 
confident that the figures they got from mana- 
gers and branch managers were [fairly reliable. 


A COMPARISON. 


In turning to the cost of living in the North 
of Ireland in comparison with the cost in 
Great Britain, it might mean were retail prices 
higher in the North of Ireland to-day than in 
Great Britain It-might also mean had prices 
risen more since the beginning of the war in 
the North of Ireland than im Great Britain. 
That was cuite a different question. If they 
took it in the first sense, then in order to 
answer their question they would require to 
have very comprehensive information as to the 
lovel of prices prevailing in the North of Ire- 
land and also in Great Britain. If they took 
it in the other sense, then they wanted to 
know four things— 

(1) What was the predominant price in the 
North of Ireland in July, 1914? 

(2) What wae the pred~ainant price in the 
North of Ireland to-day? 

(3) What was the predominant price m Great 
Britain in 1914? 

(4) What was the predominant price in Great 
Britain to-day? 

From those four items they would be able to 
calculate two sets of increase :—(1) What was 
the increase in the North of Ireland, and (2) 
what was the increase in Great Britain? They 
would see that the increase in the North of 
Ireland inee the beginning of the war might 
be higher than in Great Britain, and yet the 
present prices in the North of Ireland might 
be lower than in Great Britem. [t all de- 
pended on what was the level of the price in 
the North of Ireland and in Great Britain. 
Had they sufficient information to answer both 
of those questions? 

In reply to a question by Mr. M‘Dowell, as 
to why the North of Ireland had been treated 
differently from England in the matter of ascer- 
taining prices, the witness said that the food 
figures included Ireland. As regarded items 
such as butter, there might be a different pro- 
vision, because the sources of supply were 
different, England getting Colonial and Irish 
butter. There. was, moreover, the state of 
affairs in Ireland which was unfavourable for 
statistical inquiry. 

Asked by the Chairman if he had anything 
to suggest from his experience which would 
help them in dealing with profiteering, 

The witness said that, from an experience of 
work in England, he could say that all the 
labour on committees had little practical result. 
There might be some who would disagree with 
him. He, however, would say he did not 
think that, as the result of those Committees, 
prices came down, but he did think that the 
Committees in the course of their labours 
collected information regarding trading and 
other matters which was, and would be, of in- 
estimable value. 

The Chairman—In reducing prices their re- 
sult wae practically small? 

Witness— Yes. 

The Chairman announced that, owing to the 
difieulty in arranging for the attendance of 
witnesses, there would be no further sitting 
until Tuesday week at 11 o’elock. 
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HAULBOWLINE DOCKYARD. 
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SUGGESTED NEW USE. 

The Counejl of the Cork Industrial Develop- 
ment Association, at its last meeting, decided 
to recommend to the: Ministry of Economic 
Affairs the utilisation of Haulbowline Dock- 
ard and foundry for the manufacture of iron 
ridges and parts thereof. It was pointed out 
that iron was now superseding stone in bridge- 
construction, and that unless steps for the 
manufacture of iron bridges were taken the 
present regrettable civil war would be a blessing 
in disguise for British iron works. A surplus 
of skilled labour is to hand, and should be 
utilised in developing engineering works in the 
South of Ireland.

Mousieur Alfred Blanche, French Consul for

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CEREMONY AT MEAUX. 
To-morrow, in the picturesque town of Meauz, 
the eighth anniversary of the Battle of the 
Marne, which was really the decisive engage- 
ment of the War, as it destroyed thé German 
hope of a speedy conquest, will be celebrated, 
and already Field-Marshal the Earl of Ypres, 
with Brigadier-General BE. L. Spears as his Staff 
Officer, h left to represent Great Britain at 
the ceremony. Meauz, which has about 13,500 
inhabitants, is nicely situated on the banks of 
the Marne, still retaining part of its walls and 
a large mumber of effectively situated mills. 
The principal item of architectural interest in 
the town is the 12th century Cathedral, built 
in the Gothic style, and looking very weather- 
worn, with a tower missing on the western 
facade. In the north aisle is an elaborate 
inemorial to Boasuet, the " Eagle of Meaux,” 
who was Bishop from 1681 to 1704. This 
handsome work is from the atudio of Dubois, 
and on the pedestal are figures of 
Turenne, Mdlle. de Lavilliere, and Queen 
Henrietta Maria. Adjoining the Cathedral are 
the old Chapter House, built in the thirteenth 
century, with an outside staircase, and the 
Bishop’s Palace (now a museum) with Bossuet’s 
study in the garden. 
The line of the river here was reached by the 
retreating British Army on September Srd, 1914, 
when the bridges were destroyed, the Germans 
afterwards ctossing on pontoons. The British 
retirement was continued to a position running 
north and south through the Forét de Crecy, 
while Manoury's 6th French Army concentrated 
west of Meaux, and von Kluck executed his 
famous “ diagonal march ' in a south-east diree- 
tion across the Allied front. It was on Septem- 
ber 5th that Marshal Joffre informed Sir John 
French (as he then was) of his intention “ to 
take the offensive forthwith, as he considered 
the conditions were very favourable to success,” 
On September the 6th the battle order of the 
Allies from west to east was as follows — 
Manoury’s 6th French Army striking at the 
German right flank on the river Oureg, 
N.E. of Meaux; 

The British Army to the south of the Grand- 
Morin stream. 

D'Esprey’s 5th French Army to the north of 
Provins ; 

Foch’s 9th Army, from Sezanne to Mailly; 

Langle’s 4th Army, south of Vitry-le-Francois; 
an 

Sarrail’s 3rd Army, on the heights of the 
Meuse... 

The following day the British force advanced 
almost unopposed, von Kluck’s Army being 
mainly occupied in meeting Manoury's flank 
attack, while in the Allied centre Foch met 
with fierce opposition. On the 8th Manoury 
was heavily engaged with von Kluck’s rein- 
forcements, and the British Army, after crose- 
ing the Aubétin and Grand-Morin streams, 
fought a series of engagements along the Petit- 
Morin. Next day the German right. was defi- 
nitely turned, and the Ist and 2nd British 
Corps forced the passage of the Marne east of 
Meaux, while the 3rd Corps, after heavy fight- 
ing at La Ferte-sous-Jourre, crossed at Changis. 
Here the Gorman retreat ‘“:howed signs of 
great disorder and indiscipliee.”” At Chatean- 
Thierry the British right joined D'Eaprev's 
Army, which had gained a victory at Mont- 
mirail, but the decisive success of. the day was 
achiev by Foch, who drove a wedge 
into the German line south of 
Epernay, . crowding two of von Buelow’s 
corps into the famous Marches of St. 
Gond. On September 10th the retreat became 
general, and the British Army reached the line 
of the Oureg, capturing 15 guns and 2,000 
prisoners. On the 10th Foch took Chalons, and 
next day the German Army gave up Com- 
peigne and Soissons, thus completing the victory. 

Prior to all this Sir John French had taken 
the precaution to transfer his base to At. 
Nazaire, and von Kluck’s outward sweep, de- 
layed by the resistance of the French troops on 
the Somme near Péronne, gave the British time 
to re-form and obtain much-needed gleep and 
rest; so that the enemy missed the chance of 
crushing the Jittle Army which was at one time 
in his power. The British position was further 
improved by a successful counter-attack which 
the French Fifth Army delivered near Guise, on 
the Oise, against the German Second Army 
under von Buelow. Von Kluck’s menace to the 
Allied left flank, however, still remamed, and 
Joffre, who was busy transferring troops from 
his extreme right to his extreme left to meet 
that situation, was not yet ready, so that the 
retreat had to be continued. Accordingly, the 
British crossed the Oise and the Aisne, and both 
Haig’s and Smith-Dorrien’s corps were again 
urited south of the forest of Villers- 
Cotterets. Immediately they eame into con. 
tact with and roughly handled large bodies of 
von Kluck’s cavalry. That general would appear 
to have been satisfied that neither the French 
troops immediately opposed to him, nor the 
British Army, which he had met at Mons and 
Le Cateau, were in a condition to offer battle, 
end to have conveyed that impression to von 
Molike, the German Chief of the General Staff, 
who ordered him to march from Ariane aise eol 
to Chateau-Thierry, on the Marne, with the 
object of striking at the flank of the French 
Fifth Army, and cutting it off before it could 
cross the river. This movement again brought 
the British into contact with von Kluck, who 
found to his surprise that they offered a bold 
front, and were by no means a negligible quan- 
tity. He was, however, committed to his new 
movement, and continued his march to the 
Marne, which the British crossed on either side 
of Meaux on September 3rd.. By this time the 
new Army, which Joffre was creating on his left 
flank, by uniting with the French troops who 
had fought on the Somme others brought up 
by rail from Paris, was taking shape under the 
command of General Manoury. Von Kluck, in 
ignorance of the danger which threatened his 
flank and rear, crossed the Marne between 
Meaux and Chateau-Thierry, leaving only one 
corps to watch Manoury, who had his army 
assembled north-east of Paris. 

The British retreat having come to an end, 
the troops joyfully turned their faces north, 
and, advancing towards Coulommiers on the 
Grand-Morin, found to their surprise that they 
were opposed by little more than cavalry, 
whom they pressed back without much diffi- 
culty. During the night of the Sth-6th, von 
Kluck had, in fact, marched the greater part 
of his infantry, which had been opposing the 
British, hack across the Marne, hoping to over- 
whelm Manoury while his mounted men delayed 
the British progress. In the bext few days a 
fierce ig sos, é took place north of Meaux and 
just west of the Ourcq, Manoury’s men being 
more and more ha: ‘‘y pressed as von Kluck’s 
reinforcoments arrived, but, thanks to a stream 
of reinforcements which poured out to it from 
Paris, just holding its own. Meantime the 
British Army and the French Fifth Army, on its 
right, advanced steadily towards the Marne. 

Sir John French defeated on September 8th 
a mixed force of German cavalry and infantry 
which attempted to delay him on the Petit- 
Morin. and at an early hour on the 9th the 
British crossed the Marne to the west of 
Chateau-Thierry. Von Kluck now found him- 
self batween two fires. He had not succeeded 
in defeating Manoury, and he had no men 
left to oppose the British progress, which 
threatened the flank end rear of his forces 
fichting on the Oureq. To escape this danger 
he ordered a general retreat on the Aisne, On 
the evening of the same day Foch, whose troops 
during the previous three days had been hard 
put to it to stop a desperate effort of the (Ger- 
mane to break’ through the Allied centre to the 
south of Chalone, seized the opportunity pre- 
sented by a weakening of the enemy 's line to 
deliver his famous counter-attack near - the 
marshes of St. Gond. Von Buelow's second 
army had been forced to stretch out a helping 
hand to von Kluck, and in so doing had left a 
cap in the line. It was through this opening 
that Foch delivered the blow which turned the 
first battle of the Marne. into a victory that 
wrecked the German plane for the rapid con- 
anest of France, and compelled the enemy 6 
whole line west of Verdun to fall back. From 
the 10th the British Army pursued the retreat- 
ine Germans through Oulehy, Fere-en-Tardenois, 
and Braianes, and on the evening of the 12th 
found the enemy standing to oppose their 
further progress on the Aisne.

H& Speaker of the Irish House of 
Commons was, like the Speaker of the 
British House of Commons till the 
nineteenth century had far advaneed, 
an active member of the House, taking 
a prominent part in the discussions in Com- 
mittee. Mr. Speaker Foster, the last Speaker 
of the Irish House of Commons before the 
.Union, was a great and acknowledged political 
power, not only in the House, but in the 
country, and his speeches in Committee were 
regarded as the ablest contributions to the de- 
bates on that question. The pohtwal power 
wielded by Mr. Foster will be best realised be 
a letter from Mr. Pitt, the English Prime 
Minister, to Lord Cornwallis, the Irish Lord 
Lieutenant, urging the dismissal of the Speaker's 
son owing to the part taken by his father and 
himself against the Union. “It strikes me,” 
said the Prime Minister, “as essential not to 
make an exception in this (of dismissa! 
from office) of the Speaker's son. 
“No Government can be on a safe and re- 
spectable ground which does not show that 
it feels itself independent of him.” In a pre- 
vious letter to the Lord Lieutenant, Mr. Pitt 
thinks that the Speaker's support for the Union 
might be secured. ‘‘It would,” Mr. Pitt writes, 
“be well worth while for this purpose to held 
out to him the prospect of an English peerage, 
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where a broad floor separated the Tories from 

Whigs, or the Ministerialists, to the right of 

Speaker, from the Opposition on the 
speaker s left.) The architectural form of this 
Irish House of Commons does not admit of such 
a distinct division of parties and, moreover, 
the party system has never been more than 
crudely developed here. 

The Chamber is octagonal in shape, having 
eight sides "or angles, and the green benches 

re disposed in rising concentric circles or 

ngs around a wide central floor. Still, I see 
a tendency on the part both of the Castle 
party and the country party to sit in separate 
groups, the former to the right of the Speaker 
end the latter to his left. 

The walls are wainscotted in Irish oak. En- 
circling the Chamber is a great public gallery, 
which is divided into several sections, or bays, 
by the pillars which support the roof, and has 
a railing low enough for the spectators in the 
front row to lean their arms comfortably upon 
if and gaze without strain on the 
scene below. The front row is re- 
served for ladies. Finally, a grand central 
eandelabrum of oak, carved and gilt, with 
many branches filled with wax candles, 
ilinminates the Chamber. 

It is obvious that it i 
Commons to dress in their finest when they at- 
tend the sittings of the House. Most of them 
are wearing Court dress—cut-away coats and 
tights,. silk stockings, and silver-huckled shoes, 
Jace cravats and ruffles and cocked hats. Those 
members who are officers of the Regular Army 
or of the Irish Volunteers wear their uniforms. 
1 notice that thev are without their swords. 
No weapon must be brought into the Chamber. 
If members are so disposed. as they frequently 
are, they may, when the House rises, continue 
the debate in the Phenix Park with pistol 
shots. But in the Chamber a member must 
not, and cannot, drive his argument home at 
the point of his sword. 

Altogether this House of Commons looks an 
assembly of men of fashion and elegance, who 
think it proper to wear their most picturesque 
clothes and perfume themeelves, when they 
eome down to College Green to debate laws and 
taxes. 


DEMOCRACY AND INSTITUTIONS. 


That is a seene the like of which we shal! 
never see, I suppose, in the new Irish Parlia- 
ment. It was the product of an aristocratic 
age. Our manners and customs and habits 
of dress have entirely changed. Moreover, 
democratic institutions do not tend to impart 
the spirit of romance or the picturesque to 
politics. On the contrary, their effect, if 
not their intention, is to discourage them. 
We shall not see the Speaker of the new 
Chamber of Deputies, as our ancestors saw 
the Speaker of the old Irish Parliament. 
walking down Grafton street to College Green, 
wearing his big wig and robe of black and 
gold, attended by his train-bearer, and 
preceded by the uniformed Sergeant-at-Arms 
earrving the Mace on his shoulder. Nor shall we 
eee Mr. William Cosgrave rise in his place in the 
Chamber, in cut-away coat, with lace cravat 
and ruffles, kmee-breeches, silk siockings, and 
tilver-buckled shoes—as our ancestors saw 
Flood in the House of Commons—to grapple 
with the subject of debate with something of 
the fierce ardour that Flood showed of old. 
That is not to say that the most brilliant 
epoch of Irish Parliamentary history lies in the 
last quarter of the 18th century. Who knows 
hut it may open before the first quarter of the 
20th century is quite finjshed. The Oireachtas 
may ¢ome to us in a homelier guise than was 
worn by the old Irish Parliament, and 
vet prove to be the greater National Assembly, 
in which the Irish genius for statesmanship will 
find nobler expression. Iam now dealing only 
with externals—with symbolism and ceremonial 
~—but I recognise that the essential thing is the 
spirit by which the new Irish Parliament will 
be animated. 

The Parliament which is to meet to-day is 
not, of course, the Oireachtas or legislature of 
the Irish Free State, contemplated by the 
Constitution, and to consist of the King, and 
two Houses—Dail and Seanad. It is a Con- 
stituent Assembly for the settlement of the 
Constitution, and will remain a Con- 
stituent Assembly until the Constitution

_ *pproved "’ in the name of the King, as is the 

choice of the Commons at Westminster. Accom- 
panied by the Commons, the Canadian Speaker 
presents himself at the Bar of the Senate, and 
announces that he has been duly elected, after 
which the Governor-General opens the session 
by reading the speech, embodying the legislative 
and financial proposals.of the Government, to 
the assembled Senators and Commons. 

The Speaker of each Canadian House wears 
a black silk gown with white bars on the breast, 
but no wig, a head-dress which is discarded 
also in the’ Courts of Justice. As at West- 
minster, each Canadian House has a mace, the 
emblem of the Speaker's authority: a Sergeant- 
at-Arms for its executive officer, and a chaplain 
to open each sitting with prayers, as well 
clerks to keep the official record of the 
proceedings. All these officers are appointed by 
the Crown under the Great Seal of Canada—on 
the nomination, no doubt, of the Government— 
and remain in office during pleasure or until 
superannuated. The Sergeant-at-Arms of each 
House is in Court dress, as at Westminster, and 
the clerks. wear gowns. In the House of Com- 
mons members are obliged by Standing Order 
to show respect to the Chair by bowing to it 
on entering or leaving the Chamber 

According to Article 4 of the Constitution, the 
national language of the Irish Free State is the 
Irish language, but the English language shall 

e equally recognised as an official language. 
In both Houses of the Canadian Parliament al! 
official announcements are made both in English 
and French. As to procedure, there are some 
interesting differences between the Canadian Par- 
liament and the British Parliament. At West- 
minster the Speaker decides which of two or 
more members rising together shall address thie 
House , When two or more members rise to 
speak,’ says a Standing Order of the Cana- 
dian House of Commons, “ Mr. Speaker will 
call upon the member who tirst rose in his 
place, but a motion may be made that any 
member who has risen * be now heard.’ or ‘do 
not speak,’ which matter shall be forthwith 
put to the vote without debate.” Divisions 
are also taken differently. At Westminster 
members vote ‘‘aye” or “no” by passing 
through separate lobbies, in which their names 
are taken down by clerks. In the Canadian House 
of Commons each member has his allotted 
seat, and when a division is challenged the 
votes are recorded by the process of the clerk 
reading out an alphabetically printed list of 
the members, and by each member rising in 
his place when his name is called, and having 
it ticked off on the list, according as he is for 
or against the motion. 

Then, as te salaries and emoluments, the 
Constitution provides that the salary of the 
Governor-General of the Irish Free State shall 
be the same as that payable to the Governor- 
General of the Commonwealth of Australia. 
That is £10,000. Ministers are also to receive 
remuneration, and members may be paid. In 
Canada, the Prime Minister receives 15,000 
dollars and each Minister 10,000 dollars a year. 
(The British equivalent of the Canadian dollar 
is 4s. 2d.) The Leader of the Opposition also 
gets 10.000 dollars. The salary of the Speaker 
is 6,000 dollars. In addition to these salaries 
there is an annual allowance of 4,000 dollars. 
This allowence is paid to all members of the 
House of Commons, subject to a deduction of 
25 dollars per day for every day beyond fifteen 
in the session on which the member does not 
attend the sitting of the House. The Speaker 
of the Senate has the same salary as the 
Speaker of the House of Commons, and Sena- 
tors have the same allowance as the Commons. 


BLACK ROD'S KNOCK. 


The Canadian Senate, like the House of 
Lords at Westminster, has a functionary bear- 
ing the resplendant title of ‘“‘ Gentleman Usher 
of the Black Rod.” In Canada he is the 
messenger of the Senators, just as at-West- 
minster ‘he is the messenger of the Lords. It 
is he who summons the Canadian Commons to 
the Senate to hear the Speech read by the 
Governor-General, or to witness the Royal As- 
sent being given by the Governor-General on 
behalf of the King—really on the advice of the 
Ministers—to bills which have passed both 
Houses. So faithfully have the Canadians 


| copied the ancient usages of Westminster that

Dublin. As .soon as the Constitution has 
come into operation the first Seanad is to be 
formed, then, presumably, each House will me 
ceed to make its own rules and omg Orders 
as it is empowered to do by Article of the 
Constitution, before the general election for the 
firat Oireachtas..

old’ As the law, practice, and constitutional 
usage of Canada have been largely followed 
in the Coastitution of the Irish Free State, 
it may be that the forms and ceremonies of 
the Federal Parliament of the Dominion will be 
likewise adopted for the Oireachtas. In pro- 
portion to the extent to which the 
Canadian forms and ceremonies are 
adopted, will the new Trish Parliament 
resemble the old, making allowances for con- 
stitutional innovations and changes in habits 
and customs since the last quarter of the 18th 
century. For the Federal Partiament of Canada 
is modelled in ite consiubution, procedure, forme 
and ceremonies—exactly as the old Irish Parlia-

in the face of Black Rod when he comes with 
a message from the Senate; as at Westminster 
when he comes with a message from the House 
of Lords: and in Canada, as at Westminster, 
he has humbly to knock three times with his 
ebony rod before he is given admission. 
The three knocks by Black Rod on the 
door of the Hoyse of Commons at Westminster 
have great historical significance, political and 
constitutional. Though I have seen the spectacle 
at Westminster a hundred times, it always 
impresses me. It is a demonstration of the 
independence of the Commons, of their right to 
shut their doors against the messenger of King 
or Peers, and recalling, as they do, many 
momentous incidents in the long and bitter 
struggle for Constitutional liberty. I can well 
understand that the three knocks of Black Rod 


affect the Commons of England like a trumpet | 


blast, and make the impulses of their ancestors 
for freedom and right stir withinin them still. 
I wonder will these three knocks of Black 
Rod be heard at the closed door of the Dail of 
the new Irish Parliament as they are heard 
at the.closed door of the Commons of the 
Canadian Parliament? It might seem at first 
sight absurd to shut the doors of the Dail 
against the messenger of the Seanad, which, 
according to. Article 29 of the Constitution, 
‘shall be composed of ‘citizens who have done 
honour to the nation, by reason of useful 
public service, or who, because of special qualifi- 
cations or attainments, represent important 
aspects of the nation’s life. The Canadian 
Senate is made up of just such blameless 
citizens. Why, then, do the Canadian Commons 
bang their door in the face of the Senate s 
messenger? The ceremony has in Canada no 
root in the misdeeds of the historic past, as it

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R. William T. Cosgrave is’ a man 

who has succeeded very well 'in keep- 

ing out of the limelight of publisty. 

That, perhaps, is his best» title to 

fame. But he has other qualities in 
addition to his modesty, and is ‘regarded. by 
those who know him as one of the soundest 
men in Ireland to-day. It would be hard to 
imagine anybody who is less true to what we 
used to consider the Sinn Fein type than Mr. 
Cosgrave. It is not only that he does not dress 
in the regulation way—trench coat, leggings, 
slouch hat, and the rest of it; but he has a 
thoroughly Conservative face. He is neither a 
wild-eyed revolutionary nor a lank-haired poet. 
He dresses generally in sombre hues, wears a 
bowler hat, and looks rather like the general 
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manager of a railway company. His hair is 
his most striking feature. It ie very fair, 
turned now to grey, and he wears it standing 
straight up on his head, a la Pompadeur. 

His manner is most unassuming. Unlike so 
many of the new school of Irish politics, he does 
not believe in talking, and has an excellent 
capacity for work. During the tiresome debates 
on the Treaty which occupied Dail Eireann for 
so many bleak winter days at the tail end of 
last year, Mr. Cosgrave was one of the very few 
men who managed to keep his sense of propor- 
tion intact. Others raved and ranted. His 
was always the soft answer that, we are told, 
turneth away wrath; but the Premier-elect* has 
a knack of spicing his remarks with a dry and 
somewhat pauky humour which incensed some 
of his opponents hugely. A few of. his speeches 
were delightful. One day the whole assembly 
was bored to mental paralysis. Member after 
member had droned out his contribution to the 
musty discussion on constitutional quibbles 
which nobody understood, and in which none 
but the man who was speaking took the slightest 
interest. Tempers-were jagged; nerves were on 
edge; and as time progressed bitter , taunts 
began to be hurled across the room. Then 
Mr. Cosgrave got up, and in a moment the 
whole atmosphere was changed. A ripple of 
half-suppressed mirth greeted his opening sallies 
and in a twinkling his apparent flippancy had 
set the whole Dail laughing without: restraint. 
Even Mr. de Valera could not resist the well- 
pointed witticism of the jocular gentleman from 

ilkenny ae Mr. Cosgrave was nick-named half 
an hour afterwards by the late Mr. Cathal 
Brugha, and when his speech was finished, not 
only had several new supporters been gained 
for the Treaty, but the danger signals had 
disappeared, and everybody was in good humour 
again, 

But behind all Mr. Cosgrave’s kindly levity 
there is a rock of common sense. He is un- 
doubtedly the most capable. man in the new 
Irish Parliament, and that may be said without 
the slightest reflection on any of his. colleagues. 
As Premier of the Free State he has a formid- 
able task before him, but in one way. he. is 
almost an ideal choicg, because he has no 
violently extremist past to live.down, and with 
him the problem of saving face does not. arise. 
_ Mr. Cosgrave was born in Dublin “just over 
forty years ago, and was educa at the 
Francis street, Christian Brothers’ Schools, and 
hence he went into his father’s business in 
James's street, to fall at an early e under 
the political influence of Arthur th. In 
those days Sinn Fein was an unpopular creed, 
so for the time being Mr. Cosgrave, turned 
his attention to municipal reforrh, and became 
a member of the Dublin Corporation. 
Here he pines the little party led by Alderman 
Tom Kelly, which set. out to abolish all.jobbery 
and corruption in the public life. of. the city. 
He quickly mastered the intricacies of . ic 
finance, becoming Chairman of: the ance 
Committee, and gaining,a high reputation for 
the skill and thoroughness in which ‘he pre- 
sented his annual estimates. He also played 
an important part in the promotion of various 
housing schemes. ; 

All this time Mr. ag ag, was a convinced 
Sinn Feiner, and when the National Volunteer 
movement started he threw himself ‘into it 
heart and soul. When the inevitable split’ 
came in 1914 he joined the Pearse group, and 
on Easter Monday, 1916, marched into the 
South Dublin Union with. a rifle on his shoulder, 
fighting through the. rebellion, under the com-, 
mand of “ Commandant” Kent. . He was sen- 
tenced to death, reprieved, and fi set at 
liberty in 1917, when he fought and won«the 
famous Kilkenny: election. 

After the establishment of Dail Eireann in 1919, 
Mr. Cosgrave was appointed Minister of Local: 
Government, and it was in this office that he 
really made his name. He set out to. destroy. 
the British system of Local Government in. 
Ireland, and it must be admitted that: he: suc- 
ceeded to a great extent in his.aim.

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Where They Sat—After Twelve Decades. 


HE whirligig of time brings many 
changes, and among the events of the 
present, day not the least. curious 1s 
to recall that, whereas in ‘the first 
half ‘of the eighteenth century the 

Parliament House in College Green on several 
occasions opened its doors and gave accommoda- 
tion to the then recently-formed Dublin Society 
now in the year of grace, 1922, the fine o 

Royal Dublin Society, with its splendid record 
of nearly two centuries of hard work done in 
the cause of Ireland, can return the compli- 
ment, and has placed at the disposal of the 
first Free State Parliament the handsome 
theatre attached to its premises in Leinster 

ouse. 

In its early days, the Dublin Society had a 
hard struggle to keep going, and for some 
time had ne house of its own, so it was & 
great advantaye when the members were allowed 
to hold some of their meetings in the Parlia- 
ment House, and also were permitted to deposit 
their models and other objects of interest that 
had been collected in one of the vaults of the 
sarne building, being helped, doubtless, in ob- 
taining these privileges by the fact that the 
then Secretary of the Society—William Maple 
by name—occupied also the honourable post of 
Keeper of the Parliament, House, 

Now, “the Old House in College Green,” as 
it is affectionately termed, had its foundations 
begun in 1729, and was not finished until 1739, 
and the Dublin Society, instituted in 1731, did 
not reach its present quarters until 1815. 


IN THE FOURTEENTH CENTURY. 


The various Parliaments that were held in 
Dublin in olden times were naturally differently 
constituted from those of the present day. 
Their ‘place. and times of meeting were ‘varied 
and uncertain, and the great religious communt- 
ties. that comprised the chief portion of the 
power of the metropolis were centres, doubtless, 
of the political activity. From the records of 
the meeting places of the rulers of the country, 
it is gathered that in 1335 a Pace, a was 
held in the Carmelite, or White Friar’s Convent. 
When King Richard Il. came to Dublin it is 
related that he held a parliament (possibly in 
the Castle) on which occasion—1394—he created 
four Knights, the reskecetl being Irish princes 

Again, in 1404, the Charter of Ireland was 
confirmed by a parliament held in Dublin, and 
another two years later, the annals not naming 
the place, but states that after the latter the 
members adjourned to Trim. In quick succes- 
sion comes mention of parliaments held in the 
city—the one in 1408 seeing the arrest of the 
Earl of Kildare, and that in 1410 only lasting 
for three weeks, while that held by Henry V. 
in person was only fifteen days in existence. 


In 1416, after a meeting of six weeks, the 
parliament found it convemient again to adjourn 
to Trim, and in 1420 and 1421 the gatherings 
of the legislators only held together for six- 
teen and eighteen days respectively, 
but did good business while they sat, 


SILKEN THOMAS. 


In the Council Chamber of St. 
we know from history that ‘* Silken Thomas 
threw down his defiance, and in the ancient 
Palace of St. Sepulchre (now Kevin street Police 
Barracks) the Deputies and Primates often met 
in conclave. In 1559 a Parliament was held in 
Christ Church Cathedral, but a wide gap occurs 
in the holding of such assemblies, as from 1586 
to 1613 Ireland seems to have dane without 
their help. 

In 1688, on his arrival in Dublin, King James 
II. held a Parliament at the King’s Inn, and 
in 1729 the Blue Coat Hospital, Blackhall place, 
saw a gathering of the Senators within its 
walls.

Frequenters (and they have been 
many) of the pretty theatre, formed some 
years ago as an annexe to Leinster House, and 
wherein sweet music and learned discourses 
have been listened to:by thousands of Dublin’s 
citizens, would hardly recognise what a charm- 
mg chamber for the senators has the Board 
of Works prepared for their reception. A 
raised platform, with steps leading up to 
it, has been constructed over what we may 
term the parterre portion of the ¢heatre, and 
hereon, it being covered with a rich carpet, 
are placed handsome tables and chairs, for the 
Speaker and chief members of the Government. 

Ordinary members will occupy the comfort- 
able plush stalls in the spacious tier above 
the platform, the steps leading down to which 4 
have been carpeted with a rich, red felt, that 
has vastly improved the general appearance 
of the theatre. On the ordinary platforms, 
where, erstwhile, the musicians were en- 
throned, are the tables for the reporters, and 
here, too, hangs a superb curtain of gold 
brocade, which, with the grand old seasoned 
chairs and benches (said to have come from 
the Castle), give a sense of dignity and 
grandeur. to the latest place of meeting for a 
Parliament of Ireland.

When James Fitzgerald, 
Kildare and first Duke of

tather in 1744, he somewhat startled 
by the site he selected. Molesworth Fields—as 
the place was then called—lay far from the 
fashionable quarter of Dublin; but to one who 
ventured to remind him of this Kildare replied 
that the fashion would follow him wherever he 
led. Nor was this an empty time 
was soon to prove. The élite of Irish society 
flitted after him, and within a few years build- 
ing leases in the neighbourhood of Kuldare 
street had reached-a premium. 

This particular Geraldine owed his popularity 
to a spirited remonstrance to King George, re- 
lative to the disposition of the large unappro- 
priated surplus of -Irish revenue. His action 
aroused enthusiasm to such a pitch that a 
medal was struck in his honour. In 1746 he 
married Lady ‘Emily Lennox, sister of the then 
Duke of Richmond, and one of the 
most celebrated beauties of her day.

—of whom the fifth boy.and twelfth child was 
the noble and ill-fated Lord Edward Fitzgerald.

rich in memotfies of Lord 
Edward and Pamela. When the former became 
obnoxious to the law, the mansion (as Lord 
Cloncurry tells us) was ‘“‘ ransacked in the 
most insulting manner in search for incrimina- 
tory documents.” A few years earlier, while 
attending his place in the Old House in College 
Green as member for Kildare, Lord Edward 
writes that he and his brother Henry had been 
“ living quite alone in Leinster House, whence 
they generally rode out to Blackrock.” 

He does not seem, however, to have cared 
much for the town mansion of his family, as 
instance thé tone of one his letters to his 
mother in 1794, after his marriage to Pamela :— 
““I confess Leinster House does not inspire the 
brightest ideas,” he writes. ‘‘ By-the-by, what 
a melancholy house it is. . ., . <A poor country 
housemaid I brought with me cried for two 
days, and said she thought she was in a 
prison.” Joining the United Irishmen, Lord 
Edward held various conferences here with 
Thomas Reynolds, who was then in the pay of 
the Government and deeply steeped in the 
treachery which brought his comrades to their 
doom. 

In Magch, 1798, Lord Edward was residing at 
Leinster House with Pamela, when, on the 12th, 
an attempt to arrest him was foiled through 
the foresight of his faithful negro servant, Tony. 
Not having been found among the members of 
the Executive arrested that day at the house of 
Oliver Bond, a separate warrant was immedi- 
ately issued for his apprehension. No time was 
lost in putting it into execution, but when the 
military arrived at Leinster House, Lord Edward 
was not at home. Proceeding, however, to make 
a search of the mansion, they were actually thus 
engaged when the wanted nobleman returned, 
and was on the point of entering as his 
man, Tony, who had been on the look-out for 
him, contrived to let him know what was going 
on inside in time to escape.

In England a Speaker (Mr. Speaker) Finch 
was held down in the Chair, in the reign of 
Charles I., while a remonstrance to the King 
was moved and carried in a House which the 
King had commanded to adjourn. In Ireland a 
very determined effort was made by an active 


minority to keep a duly-elected Speaker out of 


the Chair. The Speaker elected was no less 
a personage than the celebrated Sir John Davies, 
famous as a poet, a historian, and eminent 
lawyer and administrator, who, at the time 
of his sudden death, had been sworn into the 
great office of Lord Chief Justice of England. 
On May 18, 1613, at the opening of the Irish 
Parliament, Sir John Ridgeway proposed Davis 
as Speaker, intimating that his appointment 
had been recommended by the King. There- 
upon Sir James Gough proposed Sir John 
Everard. During the scene of disorder that 
ensued, Everard’s supporters contrived to m- 
stal him in the Chair. As Everard refused to 
vacate the Chair, the members “took Sir 
John Davies by the arms, lifted him from 
the ground, and placed him im the Chair in Sir 
John Everard’s lap, requiring him still to come 
forth out of the Chair. Eventually Everard 
was ejected from the Chair, and withdrew from 
the Outer Chamber, accompanied with his sup- 
porters. 

When his election had been formally ap- 
proved, Sir John Davies delivered a memorable 
speech to the Lord Justice, in which he re- 
viewed at length the history of the Irish Par- 
liaments. The speech, which is extant, is a 
most valuable contribution to Irish political 
history. Speakers were political leaders 
generally very closely identified with the im- 
terests of the Administration. The position of 
Speaker, as in the cases of Mervyn and

Broderick, was at times united with that of 
Law Officer of the Crown. 

When it was the usage of Lords Lieutenant 
to reside in Ireland only during the sessions 
of Parliament, Speakers were not infrequently 
Lords Justices. When Boyle (Lord Shannon) 
was elected to the Chair in 1733, he held the 
Chancellorship of the Exchequer, and was 
Commissioner of the Revenue, He held these 
offices and had control of their patronage until 
1753, when he was deprived of it for Fis 
part in opposing the transfer of a surplus then 
in the Irish Treasury to England. Boyle, who 
was our learned King of the Irish Parliament, 
is now all but forgotten. There is a good 
portrait of him in the room of the Irish Govern- 
ment in the House of Commons at Westminster 
How it came there [ know not, and I believe 
I am the only person now living who noticed 
it.
